j was born in 172G where Gold Cliff 
Park is now located His town was 
on the north of Scippo Creek, 
while his sister Grenadier Squaw, 
controlled a town just across the 
creek,

home of Mrs. Bernard Young . 
Cornstalk was said to have been 
of larg e stature and of unusual 
mental development and, by nat­ 
ure, was peaeeful-his character re­ 
flecting true nobility . But, by nec­ 
essity , he became g reat in war. 
The Virg inians and the Pennsy - 


j lvanians wanted the rich land of 
the Scioto valley and 
were 
not 
particular how they g ot it. How- 
j ever, all the blame cannot be plac­ 
ed on the shoulders of the settlers. 
Politicians, the military and promo­ 
ters came into this territory and 
told the Indians to g et out and stay 
out of their beloved wilderness. 
If they didn’t, whiskey was 
furnished them and, producing 
the 
proper 
effect, 
they 
were 
promptly 
shot foi 
being bar­ 
baric. And, while drunk, they 
were told to sig n treaties they 
could not read-all done leg ally , 
of course. As valuable consider­ 
ations in ex chang e for millions 
of acres of land, they were g iven 
whiskey , beads and other trin- 
kets-even rifles and ammunition 
to shoot the settlers to whom the 
shy sters had sold the land. 
Thomas Jefferson was g reatly 
disturbed and called the sharpers 
of his day —” a stockjobbing herd.” 
The Eng lish made many promises 
to help in the plig ht of the Indians, 
but kept hone. 
However-the red men could see 
what was g oing on-that eventually 
they would lose their homes and 
their hunting g rounds-so they decid- 
j 
ed to make reprisals upon their 
worst foes, the Virg inians and those 
from Pennsy lvania, and drive out | 
all the settlers north of the Ohio 
River. 
• * * 
* 
ATTACKS WERE made ail along 
its banks and even into Pennsy lv­ 
ania and Virg inia-novv West Virg ­ 
inia. The Virg inia 
bluebloods at 
Williamsburg , then the capital of 
the 
colonies, 
were furious 
and 
authorized their Roy al Governor, 
Lord Dun more, to recruit an army 
and march to Ohio and punish the 
Indians for their “outrag es.” 
Dunmore jumped at the chance, 
for in it he saw the possibility of 
acquiring a g reat slice of the rich 
land of Ohio for himself, as well as 
to enlist some help from the Indian 


tribes to the side of his mother 
country . He knew, then, that trou­ 
ble with the colonies was coming . 
But his plan backfired. Cornstalk 
was too smart for him. Dunmore’s 
army -three thousand men-was di­ 
vided into two parts. He*personally 
commanded one division and the 
other he placed under General An­ 
drew Lewis, who was ordered to 
march to the mouth of the Kana­ 
wha and there 
wait 
until 
Dun­ 
more’s division joined, and tog ether 
they would 
march 
ag ainst 
the 
Shawnees on the Pickaway Plains. 
Cornstalk was not asleep-he knew 
of every move that was being made 
and he sensed the purpose of it all. 
Yet he opposed armed resist­ 
ance and wanted to make peace 
with the Virg inians-but his war­ 
riors would not listen. On Oct. 
10, 1774, General Lewis and his 
division of Dunmore’s army at 
the mouth of the Kanawha were 
taken by surprise by Cornstalk 
and one thousand of his warriors. 
The battle lasted all day and, 
when ended, neig her side could 
justly claim they had whipped the 
foe. However, Lewis had 8 0 of his 
men-one eing 
his 
brother-killed, 
and 140 men badly wounded. 
He must htive been pretty well 
j battered for it took him about a 
week to reorg anize and g et g oing 
to join Dunmore on the Pickaway 
Plains. Cornstalk withdrew for his 
base on Scrippo immediately after 
the battle 
How many he lost is 
not known.

IT WASN’T easy -but Cornstalk 
finally persuaded his chiefs and 
warriors that they should make j 
peace and, according ly , a 
mess- 
eng er bearing a flag of truce, met 
Dunmore about 15 miles east of the 
Shawnee Towns However, the g ov- 
j 
ernor continued his march to Scip­ 
po and made camp on the north 
side of the creek-calling the Char- 
j 
lotte. 
The nex t day he summoned all 
the chiefs of the Indian tribes to a 
council to talk peace. As y ou know, 
Log an refused to g o, say ing he was 
a warrior and not a counselor. 
The.e were many important items 
in the compact which was finally 
sig ned, but rtone was more wel­ 
come along the frontier than that 
which pledg ed the Indians to fut­ 
ure peace. 
The g reat benefit to the cause of 
independence of the colonies re­ 
sulting from Dunmore’s expedition 
into Ohio can be easily seen. 
It 
enabled men to enlist in the Con­ 
tinental army who otherwise would 
have been held at home to protect 
their families. Just how many did 
enlist-we do not know, but it is said 
there were enoug h to materially 
streng then Washing ton’s poorly or­ 
g anized army . It is quite clear that 
Georg e Rog ers Clark’s success was 
dependent on this treaty started by 
Lord Dunmore. 
C ornstalk did his best to hold

Cornstalk was said to have been 
of large stature and of unusual I 
mental development and, by nat­ 
ure, was peaeeful-his character re­ 
flecting true nobility.

In brief He 
did this: 
“ He took the Feast of the Pass 
ov er established in Moses’ t i m 
(1400 y ears before) as a cov enant 
of God with believ ers—a prom ise 
that the Angel of Death wou ld pass 
ov er those 
homes 
whereon the 
blood of the lam b of sacrifice was 
display ed 
on 
the door-post and 
cross piece. From this Passov er 
Jesu s established a new cov enant 
of God with men, that the brok en 
body and shed blood of the lam b of 
God wou ld be the acceptable price 
He wou ld pay to redeem ou r sou ls 
from death in sin to ev erlasting life 
with the Father. 
“ Why did He do this? He k new 
that when we thu s rem em ber Him, 
we will do som ething abou t it. So 
He established the Sacred Su pper 
with His disciples for all tim e. Du r­ 
ing that Su pper He took b r e a d , 
blessed it, brok e it, and gav e to 
them , indicating 
that 
His 
body 
wou ld be thu s brok en for them on 
■ 
the cross. Lik ewise He took t h e 
' 
cu p. blessed it, gav e to them , indi 
eating that His blood wou ld be shed 
for them on the Cross; shed for 
m any , for the rem ission of ou r sins. 
“ When God does that for men, 
and they hear abou t it, they nev er 
forget. So we will ‘R em em ber’ and 
do som ething abou t it. The Christ 
Is the hope of the w orld.”

Job’s Struggle to Understand Life 


HE K E PT H IS FA ITH THROUGH MANY CALAMITIES 


Scrip ture—J o b I— #; 
By NEWMAN CAMPBELL 
IN THIS LESSON we tu rn 
from the tim e when Jesu s was on 
earth and later when the apostles 
were carry ing on His w ork in the 
early chu rch a fte r His resu rrec 
tion, and later still when Pau l 
was w riting his epistles to the 
v ariou s chu rches adv ising them 
as to their condu ct as followers 
of Jesu s, 
to 
sev eral 
thou sand 
y ears before C hrist’s birth. 
Ou r story is of a m an who 
su ffered m any disasters and his 
stru ggle to k eep his faith in God 
throu gh all his su ffering. 
‘T here w as a m an in the land 
of Uz, whose nam e w as Job; and 
that m an w as perfect and u p­ 
right, and one tha t feared God 
and eschewed ev il,” we read. The 
land of Uz w as in the northern 
part of the A rabian peninsu la. 
Job was a v ery w ealthy man. 
He had sev eral thou sand sheep, 
three thou sand camels, fiv e hu n­ 
dred y ok e of ox en and fiv e hu n­ 
dred she asses and a v ery great 
hou sehold. He w as k nown as “the 
greatest of all the m en of the 
east.” 
He had sev en sons and three 
dau ghters, who were all dev oted 
to their father and to each other 
and constitu ted 
a v ery happy 
family . 
“Now’ there w as a day when 
the sons of Job cam e to present 
themselv es before the Lord, and 
Satan cam e also am ong them .” 
Thou gh Satan was m alignant and 
ev il, he w as ev idently cou nted 
among the angels in heav en. God 
spok e of Job as a perfect man, 
bu t Satan ask ed, “Doth Job fear 
God for nau ght? ” and pointed 
ou t that Job had ev ery thing to 
m ak e him believ e in God’s good­ 
ness, insinu ating tha t the Lord 
protected him. 
“B u t pu t forth 
Thine hand now, and tou ch all 
that he hath, and he will cu rse 
Thee to Thy face.” 
So God perm itted Satan to strip. 
Job of all his possessions. 
One 
day when Job's sons and dau gh­ 
ters were feasting in one broth­ 
er’s hou se, a m an cam e to Job 
and said his ox en had been plow­ 
ing and the asses were feeding 
beside them, when the Sabeans 
fell u pon them, k illed the serv ants 
tha t were gu arding them and 
drov e the asses aw ay ; only this 
one man was left to tell Job. 
Before he had finished his tale 
another man came to tell Job that 
fire from heav en—possibly light­ 
ning—had bu rned all the sheep, 
and still another m an cam e and 
said the Chaldeans had carried 
off the cam els and slain the serv ­ 
ants— only he had escaped. 
Most terrible of all, still an­ 
other man ru shed in to say that 
while Job’s sons and dau ghters 
were feasting, a great wind had 
blown down the walls of the hou se 
and all w ere k illed.

Job arose, rent his mantle and 
shav ed his head, and fell u pon 
the grou nd, worshipping God and 
say ing, “Nak ed I came ou t of m y 
m other’s womb, and nak ed shall 
I retu rn thither; the Lord gav e 
and the Lord hath tak en away ; 
blessed be the name of the Lord.” 
How easy it is for riches to 
tak e wings and fly away . Many 
hav e su ffered su ch calam ities and 
some lose their faith, often those 
who hav e been deeply religiou s. 
God cou ld not treat me so if He 
is indeed a lov ing father, they 
say . 
Job’s faith su stained him 
throu gh these horrible tribu la 
tions, bu t m ore was to follow. 
Satan, seeing Job was faithfu l so 
far, tortu red him fu rther by send­ 
ing terrible diseases to destroy 
his strength and cau se him u n­ 
told su ffering. 
Job’s wife lost her faith in the 
div ine 
and 
lov ing 
Spirit, 
and 
spok e to him in what was a m ost 
heartless m anner, say ing, “Dost 
thou still retain thine integrity ? 
cu rse God and die.” 
Job’s answ er was, “Thou speak - 
eth as one of the foolish women 
speak eth. 
W hat? shall we re­ 
ceiv e good at the hand of God, 
and shall we not receiv e ev il?” 
Three of Job’s friends came to 
him—Eliphaz, Bildad and Zophar. 
For sev en day s they sat ailently 
by him, say ing no word. These 
were good men bu t they con­ 
tended tha t Job m u st hav e sinned 
and was being pu nished by God 
for these secret fau lts. Poor Job. 
T hat w as the final blow. He felt 
himself abandoned, ev en God had 
remov ed Him self from him, it 
seemed. 
In his desolation Job 
cried: 
“Oh that I k new where I m ight 
find Him! 
that I m ight come 
ev en to His seat! I wou ld order 
m y cau se before Him, and fill m y 
m ou th with argu m ents. Will He 
plead against me with His great 
pow er? 
No; bu t He wou ld put 
strength In me.” 
Poor Job, he sou ght diligently 
for God and cou ld not find Him, 
bu t his faith held firm, and he in­ 
sisted “H e k noweth the way tha t 
I tak e; when He hath tried me, 
I shall come forth as gold.” 
Job’s condu ct du ring his bitter 
trials prov ides a well-k nown prov ­ 
erb, “the patience of Job.” People 
react v ery differently u nder trou ­ 
ble; this m ay be noted In ev en 
q u ite sm all children. 
Some go 
aw ay by them selv es and griev e; 
some ru n to m other or dad; others 
grow 
rebelliou s 
and 
“fighting 
m ad” and battle it ou t Teach the 
children patience u nder their a f­ 
flictions, which probably are not 
so dreadfu l as they appear to 
their y ou ng minds. 
You m ay 
plant a seed in their m ipds and 
hearts that will help them to 
k eep their faith and rise abov e 
disasters all throu gh their liv es.

Job’s Struggle to Understand Life 


HE KEPT HIS FAITH THROUGH MANY CALAMITIES 


Scripture—Job I—•; 19-1 J. 
By NEWMAN CAMPBELL 
IN THIS LESSON we turn 
from the time when Jesus was on 
earth and later when the apostles 
were carrying on His work in the 
early church after His resurrec­ 
tion, and later still when Paul 
was writing his epistles to the 
various churches advising them 
as to their conduct as followers 
of Jesus, to several thousand 
years before Christ’s birth. 
Our story is of a man who 
suffered many disasters and his 
struggle to keep his faith in God 
through all his suffering. 
‘There was a man in the land 
of Us. whose name was Job; and 
that man w'as perfect and up­ 
right, and one that feared God 
and eschewed evil,” we read. The 
land of Us was in the northern 
part of the Arabian peninsula. 
Job was a very wealthy man. 
He had several thousand sheep, 
three thousand camels, five hun­ 
dred yoke of oxen and five hun­ 
dred she asses and a very great 
household. He was known as “the 
greatest of all the men of the 
east." 
He had seven sons and three 
daughters, who were all devoted 
to their father and to each other 
and constituted a very happy 
family. 
“Now there was a day when 
the sons of Job came to present 
themselves before the Lord, and 
Satan came also among them.” 
Though Satan was malignant and 
evil, he was evidently counted 
among the angels in heaven. God 
spoke of Job as a perfect man, 
but Satan asked, “Doth Job fear 
God for naught?” and pointed 
out that Job had everything to 
make him believe in God's good­ 
ness, insinuating that the Lord 
protected him. 
“But put forth 
Thine hand now, and touch all 
that he hath, and he will curse 
Thee to Thy face.” 
So God permitted Satan to strip. 
Job of all his possessions. One 
day when Job’s sons and daugh­ 
ters were feasting in one broth­ 
er’s house, a man came to Job 
and said his oxen had been plow­ 
ing and the asses were feeding 
beside them, when the Sabeans 
fell upon them, killed the servants 
that were guarding them and 
drove the asses away; only this 
one man was left to tell Job. 
Before he had finished his tale 
another man came to tell Job that 
fire from heaven—possibly light­ 
ning—had burned all the sheep, 
and still another man came and 
said the Chaldeans had carried 
off the camels and slain the serv­ 
ants—only he had escaped. 
Most terrible of all, still an­ 
other man rushed in to say that 
while Job’s sons and daughters 
were feasting, a great wind had 
blown down the walls of the house 
and all were killed. 


Job arose, rent his mantle and 
shaved his head, and fell upon 
the ground, worshipping God and 
saying, “Naked I came out of my 
mother’s womb, and naked shall 
I return thither; the Lord gave 
and the Lord hath taken away; 
blessed be the name of the Lord.” 
How easy it is for riches to 
take wings and fly away. Many 
have suffered such calamities and 
some lose their faith, often those 
who have been deeply religious. 
God could not treat me so if He 
is indeed a loving father, they 
say. 
Job’s faith sustained him 
through these horrible tribula­ 
tions, but more was to follow. 
Satan, seeing Job was faithful so 
far, tortured him further by send­ 
ing terrible diseases to destroy 
his strength and cause him un­ 
told suffering. 
Job s wife lost her faith in the 
divine and loving Spirit, and 
spoke to him in what was a most 
heartless manner, saying, “Dost 
thou still retain thine integrity? 
curse God and die.” 
Job’s answer was. “Thou speak­ 
e r as one of the foolish women 
speaketh. 
W hat? shall we re­ 
ceive good at the hand of God, 
and shall we not receive evil?” 
Three of Job’s friends came to 
him—Eliphaz, Bildad and Zophar. 
For seven days they sat silently 
by him, saying no word. These 
were good men but they con­ 
tended that Job must have sinned 
and was being punished by God 
for these secret faults. Poor Job. 
That was the final blow. He felt 
himself abandoned, even God had 
removed Himself from him, it 
seemed. In his desolation Job 
cried: 
“Oh that I knew where I might 
find Him! 
that I might come 
even to His seat! I would order 
my cause before Him, and fill my 
mouth with arguments. Will He 
plead against me with His great 
power? No; but He would put 
strength in me.” 
Poor Job, he sought diligently 
for God and could not find Him, 
but his faith held firm, and he in­ 
sisted “He knoweth the way that 
I take; when He hath tried me, 
I shall come forth as gold.” 
Job’s conduct during his bitter 
trials provides a well-known prov­ 
erb, “the patience of Job.” People 
react very differently under trou­ 
ble; this may be noted in even 
quite small children. 
Some go 
away by themselves and grieve; 
some run to mother or dad; others 
grow 
rebellious 
and 
“fighting 
mad” and battle it out Teach the 
children patience under their af­ 
flictions, which probably are not 
so dreadful as they appear to 
their young minds. 
You may 
plant a seed in their mipds and 
hearts that will help them to 
keep their faith and rise above 
disasters all through their lives.

WHAT PRICE DEFEAT? 
AMERICANS to o k it fo r granted, when 
France called o ff the Indo chinese war, that 
this co untry was reliev ed o f any implied 
o bligatio n to co ntinue to suppo rt French 
tro o ps in that area. Such recko ning, it 
seems, failed to co mprehend the 
G a l l i c 
mmd. The French, it is repo rted, are get­ 
ting ready to threaten withdrawal o f mo st 
o f their fo rces fro m what is left o f Viet 
Nam unless the U. S. co ntinues to fo o t a 
majo r share o f the bill fo r their upkeep. 
Win o r lo se, the Paris argument nev er 
changes. It is that it is as much to Amer­ 
ica ’s interest as it is to France’s t h a t 
So uthern Viet Nam be kept o ut o f co mmu- 
n it co ntro l, and that if the French a r e 
fo rced to pick up the tab their do mestic 
eco no my will be weakened to the po int that 
Western defenses will go to po t. It co mes as 
a sho ck to Americans to 
d i s c o v e r the 
French with their hand o ut fo r part o f the 
$7 85.000,000 aid the U. S. had allo cated to 
Indo china befo re the bo tto m fell o ut o f 
French resistance. 
This unusual request is repo rted to be 
part o f Premier Mendes-France’s hard- 
headed po licy o f 
getting France back o n 


Befo re Stalin, the Internatio nal Co mmu­ 
nist Party included many facets o f o pinio n. 
There were many v arieties o f v iews and 
many differences as to metho ds o f winning 
the wo rld to Co mmunism. The Party Co n­ 
gresses were really o ften m e e t i n g s at 
which the debate was tense and ex citing. 
Also , the Co mintern was no t bo und to Rus­ 
sia which was o nly o ne co untry in it. In 
fact there were times when the German 
Co mmunist Party was as impo rtant as the 
Russian Party and the ho pe o f the Bo lshe­ 
v iks was that Germany wo uld stage t h e 
majo r Marx ist Rev o lutio n. 
Stalin changed all that. He destro y ed all 
dissent, all differences o f o pinio n. He had 
tho se who o po sed him killed o r ex iled. He 
reduced the Co mintern fro m an interna- 
; tio nal o rganizatio n to a branch o f t h e 
Kremlin. The Russian Co mmunist Party 
became the directing agency o f the rev o ­ 
lutio nary mo v ement. 
Ruth Fischer, who had been o ne o f the 
effectiv e heads o f the German Party , cites 
this ex ample o f what Stalin did to remo v e 
her fro m the Presidium o f the Co mintern, 
in her bo o k, “ Stalin and German Co mmu­ 
nism’’: 
“ Stalin, ho wev er, had ano ther plan. All 
members o f the Presidium, my self includ­ 
ed, were required under Co mintern disci­ 
pline to sign the Open Letter and then to 
defend it in o ur parties. Thus I was driv en 
to sign my o wn po litical death warrant and 
to co nfess my sins in public.” 
Further she wro te: 
“ Thus the principle o f hierarchical disci­ 
pline was applied against me. If there are 
differences in the Po litburo , its decisio n by 
majo rity v o te is binding o n all members 
and they are no t allo wed by Bo lshev ik pre­ 
cepts to discuss their po int o f difference 
ev en in the Central Co mmittee. Dissidents 
in the Central Co mmittee must defend the 
co mmittee’s po int o f v iew ev en in the par­ 
ty ; party decisio ns hav e to be defended 
o utside the party ev en by members w h o 
disagree with them. 
“ Thus at ev ery lev el disagreement is 
kept to the gro up o f minimum size, and at 
each step do wn the hierarchical scale the 
nex t larger bo dy is presented with a unani­ 
mo us mandate. The secrecy o f each bo dy ’s 
deliberatio ns is sacred; fo r a member o f a 
co mmittee to discuss them with so meo ne 
In a lo wer hierarchical unit is the Co mmu­ 
nist equiv alent o f a serio us misdemeano r.” 
This was in 19 25, when Stalin was clear­ 
ing away the impediments to his po wer. He L ook ing Back In Pick away County 
so ught to build a dictato rship and he did it

Fo r instance, 
abo ut o ne-twelfth o f the German 
P a r t y 
was in Russian pay . What share o f the pay ­ 
ro ll o f the American Party was o n the Rus­ 
sian pay ro ll? Ho w many Chinese Co mmu­ 
nists were o n the Russian pay ro ll? 
Miss Fischer say s o f this: 
. .Bureaucrats are ev ery where t h e 
pro ps o f a po litical apparatus; the peculiar 
feature o f these Russian cadres within 
German labo r was their secret co o rdina­ 
tio n, their military co ntro l by secret agents, 
their direct affiliatio n with the center in 
Mo sco w. .

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REAL ESTATE SHORTAGE 
THE WORLD IS encountering a real es­ 
tate shortage to accommodate its far 
reaching and high flying super weapons. 
To test its first intercontinental g u i d e d 
fissile, the United States government is 
reported to be laying out a firing range ex­ 
tending 5,000 miles into the South Atlantic. 
Negotiations are under way with the 
British to set up an observation station on 
remote Ascension Island, h u n d r e d s of 
miles off the west coast of the Union of 
South Africa. This would be the last in the 
line of Air Force tracking stations to fol­ 
low the course of a stratospheric pilotless 
bomber under development in this country 
for several years. 
The difference between the U. S. and 
Russia in the establishment of long-dis­ 
tance ranges is that the Soviet has a vast 
land mass which it car utilize w i t h o u t 
world-wide fanfare. Communist H-bomb 
and A-bomb explosions have been similar­ 
ly smothered in the Siberian steppes. 
This country enjoys no such privacy. 
When it has a new weapon to unveil, 
whether the site is in New Medico or Bi­ 
kini, the whole world learns of the event. 
But in signing up Ascension Island as 
the backstop of missile alley Uncle Sam 
can at least hope that he will not borrow 
as much trouble as he did when the most 
recent H-bomb test blew up an island in 
the Far Pacific. The nerves of the Japan­ 
ese people are still on edge as a result of 
that demonstration. 
Residents of the Union of South Africa 
do not welcome the prospect of putting in 
long hours scanning the skies for evidence 
ol wild shooting 6,000 miles away.

These Days 


Before Stalin, the International Commu­ 
nist Party included many facets of opinion. 
There were many varieties of views and 
many differences as to methods of winning 
the world to Communism. The Party Con­ 
gresses were really often m e e t i n g s at 
which the debate was tense and exciting. 
Also, the Comintern was not bound to Rus­ 
sia which was only one country in it. In 
fact there were times when the German 
Communist Party was as important as the 
Russian Party and the hope of the Bolshe­ 
viks was that Germany would stage t h e 
major Marxist Revolution. 
Stalin changed all that. He destroyed all 
dissent, all differences of opinion. He had 
those who oposed him killed or exiled. He 
reduced the Comintern from an interna­ 
tional organization to a branch of th e 
Kremlin. The Russian Communist Party 
became the directing agency of the revo­ 
lutionary movement. 
Ruth Fischer, who had been one of the 
effective heads of the German Party, cites 
this example of what Stalin did to remove 
her from the Presidium of the Comintern, 
In her book, “Stalin and German CommU' 
nism 


WHAT PRICE DEFEAT? 
AMERICANS took it for granted, when 
France called off the Indochinese war, that 
this country was relieved of any implied 
obligation to continue to support French 
troops in that area. Such reckoning, it 
seems, failed to comprehend the G a l l i c 
mind. The French, it is reported, are get­ 
ting ready to threaten withdrawal of most 
of their forces from what is left of Viet 
Nam unless the U. S. continues to foot a 
major share of the bill for their upkeep. 
Win or lose, the Paris argument never 
changes. It is that it is as much to Amer­ 
ica’s interest as it is to France’s t h a t 
Southern Viet Nam be kept out of commu- 
nit control, and that if the French a r e 
forced to pick up the tab their domestic 
economy will be weakened to the point that 
Western defenses will go to pot. It comes as 
a shock to Americans to d i s c o v e r the 
French with their hand out for part of the 
$785,000,000 aid the U. S. had allocated to 
Indochina before the bottom fell out of 
French resistance. 
This unusual request is reported to be 
p a r t of Premier Mendes-France’s hard­ 
headed policy of getting France back on 


“Stalin, however, had another plan. All 
members of the Presidium, myself includ­ 
ed, were required under Comintern disci­ 
pline to sign the Open Letter and then to 
defend it in our parties. Thus I was driven 
to sign my own political death warrant and 
to confess my sins in public.” 
Further she wrote: 
“Thus the principle of hierarchical disci­ 
pline was applied against me. If there are 
differences in the Politburo, its decision by 
majority vote is binding on all members 
and they are not allowed by Bolshevik pre­ 
cepts to discuss their point of difference 
even in the Central Committee. Dissidents 
in the Central Committee must defend the 
committee’s point of view even in the par­ 
ty; party decisions have to be defended 
outside the party even by members w h o 
disagree with them. 
“Thus at every level disagreement is 
kept to the group of minimum size, and at 
each step down the hierarchical scale the 
next larger body is presented with a unani­ 
mous mandate. The secrecy of each body’s 
deliberations is sacred; for a member of a 
committee to discuss them with someone 
in a lower hierarchical unit is the Commu­ 
nist equivalent of a serious misdemeanor.” 
This was in 1925, when Stalin was clear­ 
ing away the impediments to his power. He 
sought to build a dictatorship and he did it 
at the cost of every principle of decency. 
One reason that Stalin was so successful, 
not only in Russia but in the Communist 
parties of all countries, was that he split 
the parties into Left and Right and middle- 
of-the-road and also he put large numbers 
of members on his payroll. For instance, 
about one-twelfth of the German P a r t y 
was in Russian pay. What share of the pay­ 
roll of the American Party was on the Rus­ 
sian payroll? How many Chinese Commu­ 
nists were on the Russian payroll? 
Miss Fischer says of this: 
. .Bureaucrats are everywhere t h e 
props of a political apparatus; the peculiar 
feature of these Russian cadres within 
German labor was their secret coordina­ 
tion, their military control by secret agents, 
their direct affiliation with the center in 
Moscow. .

Cabinet A Clean 
Sweep For Safety 


Why n ot u se y ou r medicin e chest 
for ju st that pu rpose—medicin e? If 
y ou clu tter it with bobby pin s, hair 
bru shes an d combs y ou risk hav in g 
y ou r medicin es con tamin ated as 
well as clu tterin g u p the chest. 
If the medicin e chest is properly 
organ ized %the y ou n gster will hav e 
n o reason to open it. It shou ld be 
kept clean an d orderly at all times. 
Here are some su ggestion s to help 
y ou in plan n in g a more efficien t 
an d safe cabin et: 
1. Check the cabin et for all items 
that may be pu t elsewhere. 
Re­ 
mov e tooth paste, combs, tooth­ 
bru shes, makeu p an d beau ty lo­ 
tion s to con tain ers an d shelv es. 
2. Throw away all medicin es 
which can ’t be iden tified or hav e 
serv ed their pu rpose. Man y dru gs 
ev aporate an d become more con ­ 
cen trated as time goes on , makin g 
them dan gerou s for con su mption . 
3. Mov e v itamin pills to kitchen 
cu pboards or refrigerator (if they 
are to be kept for some time.) 
They will be han dier in the kitchen , 
too, sin ce most v itamin s are taken 
with or after meals. 
4. All poison ou s medicin es shou ld 
be marked an d iden tified clearly . A 
pin throu gh the cork of the bottle 
is a good remin der, especially for 
children . 
5. Wipe each bottle an d con tain er 
with a su bsy cloth so that du st an d 
dirt imbedded in bottle drippin gs 
may n ot con tamin ate the medicin e. 
6 . Sort ou t the con ten ts, pu ttin g 
aspirin an d other sedativ es in on e 
place, adhesiv e tapes in an other, 
disin fectan ts on an other shelf (if 
y ou hav e room.) 
7. If ru sty razor blades hav e a 
way of accu mu latin g in the chest, 
throw them away . You can make a 
con tain er for the blades by u sin g 
an old may on n aise jar with a slit 
throu gh the lid. 
8. In stead of pilin g bottles on top 
of each other, pu t in ex tra shelv es 
in y ou r chest if they are n eeded. If 
shelv es mu st still be tightly pack­ 
ed, y ou can sav e spills by gettin g 
shelf gu ards for them. T h e s e 
fen ces are av ailable in tran slu cen t 
plastic an d can be affix ed to either 
glass or metal shelv es. 
When all con ten ts of the cabin et 
hav e been remov ed for rearran g­ 
in g, remov e shelv es an djsoak them 
in warm soapy water to remov e 
an y harden ed smears. 
Clean u p time is a good time too 
to check on all first-aid su pplies 
an d stan dard remedies which may 
be ru n n in g low.

Give Medicine 
Cabinet A Clean 
Sweep For Safety 


Wrhy not use your medicine chest 
for just that purpose—medicine? If 
you clutter it with bobby pins, hair 
brushes and combs you risk having 
your medicines contaminated as 
well as cluttering up the chest. 
If the medicine chest is properly 
organized %the youngster will have 
no reason to open it. It should be 
kept clean and orderly at all times. 
Here are some suggestions to help 
you in planning a more efficient 
and safe cabinet: 
1. Check the cabinet for all items 
that may be put elsewhere. Re­ 
move tooth paste, combs, tooth­ 
brushes, makeup and beauty lo­ 
tions to containers and shelves. 
2. Throw away all medicines 
which can’t be identified or have 
served their purpose. Many drugs 
evaporate and become more con­ 
centrated as time goes on, making 
them dangerous for consumption. 
3. Move vitamin pills to kitchen 
cupboards or refrigerator (if they 
are to be kept for some time.) 
They will be handier in the kitchen, 
too, since most vitamins are taken 
with or after meals. 
4. All poisonous medicines should 
be marked and identified clearly. A 
pin through the cork of the bottle 
is a good reminder, especially for 
children. 
5. Wipe each bottle and container 
with a subsy cloth so that dust and 
dirt imbedded in bottle drippings 
may not contaminate the medicine. 
6. Sort out the contents, putting 
aspirin and other sedatives in one 
place, adhesive tapes in another, 
disinfectants on another shelf (if 
you have room.) 
7. If rusty razor blades have a 
way of accumulating in the chest, 
throw them away. You can make a 
container for the blades by using 
an old mayonnaise jar with a slit 
through the lid. 
8. Instead of piling bottles on top 
of each other, put in extra shelves 
in your chest if they are needed. If 
shelves must still be tightly pack­ 
ed, you can save spills by getting 
shelf guards for them. T h e s e 
fences are available in translucent 
plastic and can be affixed to either 
glass or metal shelves. 
When all contents of the cabinet 
have been removed for rearrang­ 
ing, remove shelves and .soak them 
in warm soapy water to remove 
any hardened smears. 
Clean up time is a good time too 
to check on all first-aid supplies 
and standard remedies which may 
be running low. 


Household Hints 
You can cut down on fatigue if 
you sit down while you iron. If pos­ 
sible do your ironing at one of the 
boards thai can be adjusted to your 
height. If you must use the usual 
type of board, try sitting on a 
kitchen stool that is high enough to 
bring you comfortably up (elbow 
height) to the board. A stool with a 
back rest is a help. And remember 
that a wide ironing board allows 
you to cut down on ironing mo­ 
tions.

Speakman Claims Other Communities Use Circleville^ Dump

Spearman was determined Satur­ 
day to halt what he says is an at­ 
tempt by other nearby communi­ 
ties to use Circleville^ municipal 
dump at regular intervals. 
lie disclosed he was told by 
the custodian of the dumping 
grounds that haulers from sever­ 
al other communities “ have been 
coming over here and dumping 
their stuff on our dump.” The al­ 
legation was certain to attract 
the attention of other city offi­ 
cials, and possibly civic leaders, 
since Circleville^ dump — even 
without any ‘‘out of town” refuse 
—is already rated one of t h e 
city’s top problems. 
A storm of protest against odors 
and smoke from the dump arose 
in Circleville last year, and city 
councilmen at that time said the 
only solution would probably have 
to be some other—and more ex­ 
pensive—garbage d i s p o s a l ar­ 
rangement. 
The sanitary fill system, under 
which the refuse is covered in 
ditches at the end of each day, has 
frequently been mentioned as the 
best alternative within range of the 
city’s finances.* * * 
MEANWHILE, council has been 
hoping to “ make what we have last 
a little while longer ” And in line 
with this effort. Speakman said the 
city recently used a bull-dozer to 
level off the dump piles and give 
the refuse area a less ragged ap­ 
pearance. 
He added' 
“I certainly don’t see why ifs 
fair for other communities to haul 
their garbage and otjier stuff over 
here w’hen the city is the one pay­ 
ing the custodian and for things 
like the use of the bull-dozer. I’ve 
told the custodian at the dump not 
to let the out-of-towners leave their 
stuff here. 
“He surely must have the au­ 
thority to be able to do that.” 
Speakman said he was told haul­ 
ers came to Circleville’s dump 
from 
Lancaster, 
Ashville, 
Wil­ 
liamsport and a number of other 
communities. The accusation made 
by Speakman, on basis of the cus­ 
todian’s report, is not a new one 
here. It has been voiced several 
times in city council meetings. 
Touching on a related problem 
but seeking only the “full coopera­ 
tion of all concerned,” the Stage 
Pond Council at its last meeting 
asked to united action “ both by 
cities and rural areas” to elimi­ 
nate unsightly trash along the dis­ 
trict’s highways. 
• • * 
MRS. W’. W ROBINSON, secre­ 
tary of the council group, said: 
“Stage Pond Council does n o t 
want to take a critical attitude 
about it, but only suggests that all 
the communities and rural 
resi­ 
dents cooperate in the matter. We 
feel the sheriff’s department and 
State Patrol can also help a lot in 
this regard, through cooperative ac 
tion.” 
A statewide drive to stop t h e 
dumping of trash along highways 
was announced some time ago. Of­ 
ficials in this area have described 
efforts to comply with the drive’s 
aims, but stressed the difficulty in 
enforcement.

The last few years have seen the

Newspapermen in all parts of the 
nation have come to realize that 
suppression of the news has be­ 
come the greatest single existing 
danger to freedom of the press. 
At every level of governm ent- 
local. county, state and federal— 
there are public officials who still 
refuse to accept the fact that the 
public has a right to know, about 
its business. 
There are school boards, alder­ 
manic groups, zoning boards, var­ 
ious official state agencies and na­ 
tional administrative boards which
